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Odessa’s Partisans 
Sav ed City; Waged 
War From Catacombs 


Liv ed 
for 
Months 
in 
Tortuous Cav erns Be­ 
neath City

Odessa, April 20—( A PI—Walk­ 
ing the streets of sunny Odessa 
today are 10,000 soviet partisans 
who lived for months in the city's 
catacombs - dank, tortuous under­ 
ground caverns from which they 
emerged only at night to create a 
reig-n of terror for the nazis and 
speed the fall of the big port to 
the conquering Red army. 
Their week-by-week fight, which 
saved much of Odessa from de­ 
struction, was related to allied 
correspondents yesterday by two 
of the partisan leaders in a pleas­ 
ant bedroom of a house above the 
cave which was their headquarters 
during the nazi occupation. 
A dark-haired chemical engineer 
with staring blue eyes, Anatoly 
Loachenko, 46, chief of staff of 
the guerrillas, said their activity 
increased to such an ex tent as the 
Red army drew near that fright­ 
ened 
enemy 
sentries 
virtually 
abandoned the streets in the dark­ 
ness. 
"At night we were masters of 
the city," he said, 
Loschenko, known as Dneprov, 
said the main supply of arms for 
the guerillas ironically came from 
the enemy. 
Women bought them 
fiom Germans and Rumanians in 
the main market place or in near 
by houses, 
he declared, 
adding 
"the 
Germans 
speculated 
ev en 
more than the Rumanians,’’ 
Half of Army Armed 
"Fifty per cent of our army was 
armed,” said Dmitry Ganshin, 48 , 
the commander, who was known 
as Volgin. 
"If all were armed we 
could have taken the city our­ 
selves.” 
The leaders said that when the 
partisans heard the sounds of Red 
army artillery early in April they 
came out of the catacombs and 
•ngaged the enemy in battle, oc­ 
cupying entire areas of Odessa, 
preventing the demolition of dock­ 
ing places, de-mining water and 
sewage pipes. 
Partisans cut the wire leading 
to a mine under the opera house, 
saving that structure. Germans 
who came to set fire to the cen­ 
tral telephone office were fooled 
by a smoke bomb set by Loschen­ 
ko. They thought the building al­ 
ready was afire and went away. 
The actual battle for the city 
was brief, they declared, the parti­ 
sans killing at least 500 for a loss 
of 30 of their men. 
Women Helped 
Work
